The 3,047,000 figure repre- 
sents a 210,266 reduction from 
current strength and 500,000 
from what it was when President 
Eisenhower took 

The decision to revive the 
2,815,000-man objective was 
reached in recent days, at a time 
when defense offic were com- 
pleting a military budget for the 
coming fiscal year on the as- 
sumption that manpower strength 
would be continued at the 
3,047,000 level. 

Revival of the plan portends 
further redeployment of Ameri- 
can troops in the Far East, where 
the United States has one Marine 
Division and three Army Divi- 
sions. 

In the last year, five Army Di- 
visions have been withdrawn 
from the Far East, greatly re- 
lieving the Army’s manpower 
burden, 

When the old plan of reducing 
to 2,815,000 men was scrapped 
last summer, Dr. John A. Han- 
nah, then assistant defense sec- 
retary for manpower, said it was 
because a new appraisal showed 
“we are going to require more 
men than contemplated” in the 
Far East. 

He said defense planners 
“originally figured we would be 
able to pull a good share out of 
the Far East.”

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 16— 
A request for a special appro- 
priation for a new slaughter- 
house to replace the dilapidated 
and filthy slaughtering build- 
ings at the State Penitentiary 
will be presented to the Mis- 
souri Legislature next month, 
the Post-Dispatch’ was told to- 
day. 

Warden Ralph Ejidson, acting 
head of the State Department 
of Corrections, said a special 
appropriation will be sought be- 
cause it is now realized that 
construction of new slaughter- 
ing facilities should not be de- 


yed. 

Eidson pointed out that a rou- 
tine budgetary request would 
“go through channels,” and un- 
der that procedure the requested 
funds would not be available 
until next July 1. 

Approval of a special appro- 
priation would make the funds 
available much sooner, Eidson 
said. He added that he would 
not be able to fix the amount 
of the appropriation until after 
he consults an architect.

Twelve Chinese students in 
Missouri and Illinois have said 
they would like to go back to 
China and have been told in- 
formally that they will not be 
permitted to do so, immigration 
officials here told the Post-Dis- 
patch today. 

They are among some 200 Chi- 
nese students in the Missouri- 


Illinois area served by the St. 
Louis office of the United 
States Immigration and Natural- 
ization Service. 

Approximately three - fourths 
of Missouri and half of Illinois 
are included in this area. Offi- 
cials here keep records on the 
status of approximately 700 for- 
eign students from Communist- 
dominated countries. 

A presidential order forbids 
any of them who have acquired 
certain technical skills to return 
to their own. countries, since 
they might be used against the 
interests of the United States, 
it was explained. 

Informal Word So Far. 

If a student presses his desire 
to return, formal procedure calls 
for personal serving of a notice 
that his departure from this 
country will not be allowed. 
That has not been necesary 
here, so far, and informal con- 
ferences with a few have been 


sufficient to spread the word, .

X-RAYS INDIGATE: 


POPE HAS HERNIA 
OF ESOPHAGUS 


Condition Causes Gastri- 
tis, Doctors Say—Op- 
eration Deemed 
Necessary in Time. 


VATICAN CITY, Dec. 16 (AP) 
Preliminary reports of X-rays 
taken today of Pope Pius XII 
showed that he is suffering 
from a small hernia of the 
esophagus and resultant gastri- 
tis. 


This means, in general, that 
there is an abnormal pocket in 
the tube that carries food from 
the throat to the stomach, and 
there is also inflammation of 
the stomach. 

Specialists planned a detailed 
study of the X-ray plates later 
today but the Pope’s personal 
physician, Dr. Riccardé Galeaz- 
2i-Lisi, described the hernia as 
of “small importance” and added 
that the examination did not 
show the presence of an ulcer. 

Dr. Raffaele Paolucci de Val- 
maggiore, famous surgeon who 
assisted in the examination, said 
later that an operation must 
eventually be performed if the 
78-year-old Pope is to be cured 
of the hernia, but there is 
“nothing urgent” about the op- 
eration. 

“What we will now do is to 
try to re-establish his strength. 
Only then will we study his con- 
dition again in view of an oper- 
ation,” Dr. Paolucci said, add- 
ing: ? 

“This operation is not neces- 
sary immediately. The most im- 
portant thing for the time being 
is that the Pope regain his 
strength through an increase in 
direct feeding. Now he can 
swallow very well.”

FORMOSA UN 


‘Reunification?’ Would | 


Have Been Carried| 
Out Already Other- 
wise, It Says. 


MOSCOW, Dec. 16 (AP)—The 
Soviet Foreign Ministry declared 
in a radio broadcast yesterday 
that if there had been no Ameri- 
can intervention the “reunifica- 
tion of Formosa and China 
would already have been carried 
out.” 
The statement on Moscow ra-' 

dio assailed the mutual security 
treaty between the United States 
and Nationalist China. As usual, 
the Russians called the Nation- 
alists the clique of Chiang Kai- 
shek on Formosa. 

The broadcast charged the re- 
cently-signed treaty aimed at 

roviding a pretext for an “‘ille- 

Fal stay” of United States forces 

on Formosa and the Pescadores 

islands and for continued Amer- 
ican occupation of these terri- 
tories. 

The United States-Nationalist 
treaty “constitutes a gross viola- 
tion of the sovereignty and ter- 
ritorial integrity” of the (Com- 
munist) Chinese peoples repub- 
lic, the statement said. It con- 
tended the treaty also violates 
the United Nations Charter. 

“Inasmuch as Formosa is pri- 
mordial Chinese territory,” the 
statement said, “the task of 
Formosa’s liberation is natu- 
rally the internal affair of 
China, the sovereign right of the 
Chinese people. Had there been 
no intervention on the part of 
the U.S.A., the reunification of 
Formosa and China would al- 
ready have been carried out.” 

The Foreign Ministry declara- 
tion said t:.e Soviet government 
completely supports Red China 
in demands for withdrawal of 
American forces from Formosa, 
the Pescadores islands and the 
Formosa straits. Russia also un- 
derstands Red China’s deter- 
mination to “liberate Formosa 
and the Pescadores islands, 
which are an integral part of 
the Chinese territory,” the state- 
ment added.

A City Man on Birds 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Some months back I wrote a let- 
ter to a number of newspapers Say- 
ing that I was compiling material 
about crows. The result was I re- 
ceived a wealth of information and 
anecdotes, some of which, were suffi- 
ciently amusing to pass on. 

Some 30 newspaper readers sent or 
offered me live crows. Hundreds wrote 
me about crows, their habits and sa- 
gacity, with the result that I must 
concur with Thoreau’s estimate: “If 
men had wings and bore black feath- 
ers very few of them would be clever 
enough to be crows.” 

Except in the matter of mathemat- 
ics, that is. Crows can’t count to two. 
Two hunters enter a woods, one 
emerges while the other lies in wait. 
The crow sentinel sounds the all 
clear and bang!—more fatalities as 
the result of arithmetical ineptitude. 

However, it also works the other 
way round. Two crows fly toward a 
woods to rob bird nests of eggs 
and/or fledglings. One flies over 
the woods cawing loudly. His part- 
ner sneaks into the woods. When 
all the mama and papa birds take off 
after the cawing crow the nests are 
robbed. The crows reverse assign- 
ments at the next wood lot. 

A farmer reported that after he 
began planting his corn in rows in- 
stead of easily identifiable hills, the 
crows were puzzled at first. Then 
one of the wisest opened up a row 
until he could measure the distance 
between kernels of corn. Thereafter, 
the farmer said, the crows paced off 
the correct space to the next kernel. 

A Massachusetts ice fisherman said 
that crows robbed his hooks of their 
minnow bait when he left his fishing 
holes unattended. One crow pulled 
in the line until its mate could steal 
the shiner. And crows will slyly 
follow a hunting fox until it kills a 
rabbit, then dive bomb until the fox 
deserts his. meal—which the crows 
then share. 

Crows regularly post sentries to 
warn of danger. If a sentry deserts 
its post the elders of the flock imme- 
diately organize a punishment party 
which literally knocks the feathers 
off the offender as a lesson to him 
and other sentries. 

How little blue-eyed crows grow 
up to be such ruthless thieves no one 
explained. Blue-eyed crows? Yes sir! 
Several readers reported that all 
crows are born with big blue eyes 
that later turn to a malignant dark 
brown.

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Asset or Liability? 

Reporting on the launching of the super- 
aircraft carrier, Forrestal, the Post-Dispatch’s 
military analyst, retired Brig. Gen. Thomas R. 
Phillips, writes from our Washington bureau: 

This is the beginning and not the end of | 
another debate on naval versus land-based 
airpower. It is an important debate and 
billions in military expenditures are “in- 
volved. 

Efforts will be made to smother the sub- 
ject, but there are many in the Defense 
Department who believe that it should be 
brought into the open. 

Whatever may be. the final decision on the 
aircraft. carrier as a defense weapon for the 
United States, there can be no question as to 
the desirability of discussion of the pros and 
cons. Not only should there be debate, but the 
debate should be free and full. : 

The Forrestal is the largest warship ever built. 
Filton C. Fay, Associated Press writer on avia- 
tion affairs, describes it as “the mightiest war- 
ship of any navy.” \ 

Figures on the new carrier's vast displacement 
are not likely to mean much to most of us, 
but everyone can understand what it is to use 
180 miles of pipe and 290 miles of electric cable 
in equipping one ship. And everyone can picture 
a ship so large that it is more than three city 
blocks long and as high, from waterline to top 
mast, as Niagara Falls. 

As the Forrestal is both the “largest” and the 
“mightiest,” so is it also the costliest warship. 
No one knows what the full cost will be when it 
is completed in another year since it is now only 
75 per cent finished. Recently revised estimates 
run as high as $200,000,000. Jet aircraft that 
will go on the Forrestal will cost approximately 
$175,000,000. ‘These are tremendous sums—sums 
that must be reviewed critically from the stand- 
point of military justification. 

The Forrestal is a Truman Administration in- 
heritance. When Louis Johnson was Defense 
Secretary the carrier question was hotly dis- 
cussed ‘in the light of pressure for postwar 
economy. As a consequence, Mr. Johnson stopped 
its construction in 1949, five days after the keel 
was laid. The cancellation. stirred up such a 
controversy that John L. Sallivan, then Navy 
Secretary, resigned in protest. After the out- 
break of the Korean war, construction was re- 
sumed in the general upbuilding of the military 
establishment. Two similar carriers are in proc- 
ess of construction, the Ranger and the Sara- 
toga. Congress has authorized the construction 
of a fourth and the Defense Department is get- 
ting ready to ask for funds to start a fifth. 

The carrier raises many questions and they 
are not easily answered. Is Field Marshal Mont- 
gomery right when he says that “new weapons” 
are on the way to making the carrier obsolete? 
Is the future naval emphasis to be on smaller 
vessels and underwater craft? Is the carrier 
subject to destruction by a new bomb that falls 
anywhere within a half mile? 

Aircraft carriers are dramatic vessels. Recently 
a group of civic, business and educational leaders 
from our area, headed by Mayor Tucker, saw 
landings and takeoffs on the Monteréy off the 
Naval Air Training Station at Pensacola. They 
were impressed by the remarkable team play, 
the careful signal system and the very high 
quality of the training employed. But these are 
not the only considerations. Military effective- 
ness comes first.and what is highly effective at 
one time may be utterly ineffective at another. 

The country has a military man for President. 
This in short is a problem for his special com- 
petence. As an officer for nearly 40 years, 
he knows about inter-service rivalries. He knows 
how to weigh conflicting military arguments and 

to decide between them. 

The Forrestal went into the water at Newport 
News but the splash reaches all the way to 
the White House door.

Toward Greater Atlantic Unity 

Secretary of State Dulles is in Paris for a 
meeting which could mean a great deal to the 
future of the free world. For this is the first 
gathering of the NATO Council since some 170 
citizens of eight of the 14 NATO countries asked 
last October for a broadening of NATO’s inter- 
ests, purposes and activities. 

Up to now NATO has been a military alliance 
of members of the Atlantic community, The 
group of notable citizens from Canada, the Unit- 
ed States, Great Britain, France, Belgium, Nor- 
way, Denmark and The Netherlands proposed 
that the NATO nations extend their co-operation 
along political, cultural and economic lines. 

The idea recalls the resolution that Senator 
Kefauver of Tennessee and 19 fellow Senators 
introduced in 1949 asking for a conference at 
which NATO members ‘‘can apply among them, 
within the framework of the United Nations, the 
principles of a free federal union.” 

The Kefauver resolution was never passed and 
the present “Declaration of Atlantic Unity,” 
signed by the prominent citizens of the eight 
countries, soundly limits itself to what may be 
done moderately within the NATO framework. 

For example, the declaration calls for a NATO 
economic advisory council to advise on the effect 
of labor policies on the standard of living in 
NATO countries, especially upon the working 
population. Doubtless the most important pro- 
posal is for a “comprehensive mutual program* 
for the lowering of tariffs, freeing currencies 
and eliminating restrictions so that there may 
be established an adequate economic basis for 
the Atlantic community.” 

The American supporters of the ‘declaration 
of unity” include Gen. Marshall, Chester Bowles, 
Gov. Byrnes, Gardneft Cowles, Benjamin Fair- 
less, Henry Ford II, Learned Hand, Paul G. Hoff- 
man and Eric Johnston. A foreign policy pro- 
posal that such a group would sign merits serious 
and sympathetic consideration in a time when, to 
quote President Eisenhower, “Unity among free 
nations is our only hope of survival.” 
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Reporting on Prison Reform 

A portion of the report by Gov. Donnelly’s 
special committee on the state's penal system 
has become public property. So far as it goes 
it sounds fine. According to Maj. Gen. Ralph FE. 
Truman (Retired), the committee chairman, it 
includes such basic recommendations as these: 
Overhauling the guard system, improving prison 
management practices and generally conducting 
a clean-up, fix-up, paint-up campaign at the pen- 
itentiary. 

But the cover has still to be lifted from those 
sections of the report that presumably deal 
with the more controversial and perhaps costly 
proposals for prison reform. For example, Gen. 
Truman said he was unable to give details at 
this time on the recommendations with respect 
to prison industries. Nor would he say much on 
the question of whether the committee would 
urge establishing penal farms throughout the 
state. And so on. 

Gen, Truman's most disturbing comment came 
in response to a question on the parole system. 


” 
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“The parole system,” he answered, “is estab- 
lished by law and we could do nothing about it.” 
Surely that remark does not mirror the commit- 
tee’s attitude on other phases of this survey. 
Part of its assigned task was to recommend 
changes in the law wherever indicated. 

The committee was appointed by Gov. Don- 
nelly, and it has made an oral report to him. 
A written report running to some 200 pages 
will soon go to the Governor. If he makes it 
public Missourians will have a much better 
basis for attempting to understand what is 
wrong with their penal system and what is 
needed to-improve it. 
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More I'reedom for a Free Country 

As a mark of continued close relations be- 
tween the United States and the Philippines, the 
two governments have signed a revision of the 
Bell Trade Act of 1946. That law certainly 
needed revision, for the island republic is not 
prepared to meet its implications. 

The Bell Trade Act, which accompanied Fili- 


pino independence, ostensibly was designed to 


give the Philippines gradually increasing eco- 
nomi¢e independence from the United States, 
Thus it provided for eight years of free trade, 
ending in 1954, and 20 years of higher tariffs-and 
import quota restrictions on Philippine goods. 

Parts of the law, however, seemed designed 
to protect American interests against Filipino 
competition, rather than the other way around. 
The Filipinos regarded the measure as chiefly 
favorable to the United States, and their Gov- 
ernment resented provisions giving the United 
States control of the peso's rate of exchange. 

Yet there were still more fundamental reasons 
for revising the act. For nearly half a century 
the Philippines was tied to the United States 
politically and economically. Even today 80 per 
cent of the islands’ trade is with the United 
States. As the new republic dug its way out of 
the wreckage of war, it found itself dependent 
on Sales of raw materials in the American mar- 
ket. At the same time the unlimited imports of 
American goods tended to discourage Filipino 
industrial production. 

Four years ago the two nations, looking clear- 
ly at the future, agreed to revise the Bell Act 
and that has now been carried forward. The 
republic will have full control of its peso. The 
rate for increasing tariffs has been revised dras- 
tically. Operating under the hopeful new leader- 
ship of President Ramon Magsaysay, the Philip- 
pines should have a better opportunity to re- 
lease itself from attachment to the United States 
economy and to create its own. 

The next step is for the congresses of both 
nations to approve the trade act revision. While 
the high tariff bloc in our Congress may object 
as usual, the Philippine Republic merits the 
most favorable attention which the United States 
can afford to give. The ties between the two 
nations, which held fast in war, should not be 
weakened by irresponsible trade policy. 
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A Sharp Change of Tone 


On Tuesday the State Department press offi- 
cer, Lincoln White, roundly declared that there 
would be “no deal” involving an exchange of 
Chinese students detained in this country for 
American flyers imprisoned in China. On 
Wednesday Mr. White said “our concern is to 
get our people safely home,” and gave the dis- 
tinct impression that the United States would 
consider an offer for such an exchange. 

As we said yesterday, Mr. White’s first re- 
action may have been the one he felt it neces- 
sary to express for the benefit of any senatorial 
fire-eaters who might denounce an exchange as 
“appeasement” or worse. And possibly the rug 
was yanked under his feet by some policy-maker 
higher up. In any case, would it not have been 
much better, as it turns out, to have refrained 
from making the uncompromising statement in 
the first place? 

In other words, is it not better for the State 
Department to make and follow the policy that 
it believes to be right, and to forego making 
noises designed to satisfy its critics? 
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Next Round for Senator Williams 

In describing how he acted last April on 
Senator Williams’s appeal for a renewed in- 
vestigation of tax scandals, President Eisenhower 
described the Delaware Republican as sincere 
and honest. That, in the eyes of those afraid 
of Williams, is just the trouble. 

When the Republicans assumed control of 
Congress, Washington correspondents soon dis- 
covered that some G.O.P. leaders were afraid 
that Williams would not let party affiliations 
get in the way of his pursuit of tax rackets. 


Consequently nothing came of his request for 


a special investigating committee. 

Senator Williams’s lack of respect for purely 
political labels has had two interesting tests. 
During his own 1952 campaign, he learned of a 
tax case involving an influential Delaware Re- 
publican. Instead of ducking it, Williams re- 
ported the case on the Senate. floor. And this 
year Senator Frear, his Democratic colleague 
from Delaware, campaigned on a basis of co- 
operation with Williams. Frear urged election 
of a Democratic Congress so Senator Williams 
would be allowed to continue his. investigation. 

This is likely to happen. The next chairman 
of the Senate Finance Committee is to be Sen- 
ator Byrd, Virginia Democrat. The committee 
is the only one with power to demand income 
tax records without special permission of the 
President. And as head of a subcommittee in 
1951, Senator Byrd gave Senator Williams a free 
hand to carry on his campaign for tax honesty, 

If that is a measure of things to come in Con- 
gress, Senator Williams will come out for the 
next round, and fighting.

An Ugly Movement 

One of the ugliest reactions to the public 
school desegregation program to date has arisen 
in Mississippi and spread to Alabama. There, 
“white citizens’ councils” are being formed to 
apply economic pressure. The purpose, as stated 
by a Selma (Ala.) attorney, is “to make it diffi- 
cult, if not impossible, for any Negro who advo- 
cates desegregation to find and hold a job, get 
credit or renew a mortgage.” 

Spokesmen for these councils of coercion say 
it is slanderous to liken them to the Ku Klux 
Klan because “we will operate openly, and vio- 
lence is the furthest thing” from their minds. 
Yet what is it but neo-Kluxism? However openly 
and non-violently the movement operates, it is 
outside the law and hostile to the Constitution. 

Furthermore it will provide an invitation and 
a cover for violence, and Caucasians who are 
openly in favor of desegregation will have little 
reason to feel any more secure from its persecu- 
tions than Negroes. When men take such power 
into their own hands, there can be no stable 
limits on the extent to which lawlessness is tak- 
en. If enough decent men will realize this in- 
evitable fact, we believe the councils of coercion 
will meet the quick demise they merit. °

3 Kuropean Views of China Issue

The sentences passed on the 11 Amer- 
ican flyers by the Chinese have caused 
considerable uneasiness in Washington 
because the incident has occurred at a 
time when the American Government 
is embarking. on a program of competi- 
tive co-existence with Communism in 
Asia. There have been violent reac- 
tions from the right wing of the Repub- 
lican party which is openly criticizing 
President Eisenhower for his prudent 
policy in regard to the Communist 
world. 

However, observers in Washington 
consider it unlikely that these incidents, 
disturbing as they are, can alter the 
Government trend towards not only co- 
existence with the East but also towards 
economic competition from which every- 
one is convinced that the West will 
emerge victorious. 

To all intents and purposes, Washing- 
ton is convinced that the two worlds have 
arrived at the point of an “atomic stale- 
mate.’’ On the other hand, the econom- 
ic challenge issued by the Communists 
to the Free World still exists. Therefore 
it is on this plane that the democracies 
must fight the cold war in order to 
defeat Communism in Asia. If Mao 
Tse-tung’s China should become suc- 
cessfuMy industrialized before, say, In- 
dia, Burma or Indochina, the West 
would have suffered a serious defeat on 
all counts. 

Meanwhile, a great deal of talk is go- 
ing on in Washington about economic 
strategy. Obviously, the risks must be 
calculated with the most extreme care 
for American aid unwisely given would 
only lead to strengthening Communism 
in Asia—if the country to which such 
aid was given should finally fall into 
the enemy camp. The important and 
encouraging fact, however, is that Wash- 
ington has fully realized the fact that 
the struggle for Asia will not be fought 
on a battlefield but on the basis of peace- 
ful economic, cultural and political com- 
petition between the two camps.

It also demonstrates to the Allies and 
to the people beyond the Iron Curtain 
that the United States knows how to re- 
main calm in the face of continual Com- 
munist provocations and in this way 


‘validates America’s protestations in 


favor of peace. In fact, fresh examples 
of Washington's moderation combined 
with firmness are to be found almost 
every day,

AMERICAN THOUGHT: A CRITICAL SKETCH, b 
Morris R. Cohen. (The Free Press, 360 p@s., $5. 
In the empyrean of intellect, Morris 

R. Cohen is no doubt crossing swords 

with philosophic foemen worthy of 

Charles Erskine Scott Wood's “Heaven- 

ly Discourse.” Famous for his use of 

Socratic irony, this Russian-born mathe- 

matician-philosopher who was a “half- 

wit” to the blunt villagers of his native 

Minsk but who became one of the most 

electrifying and influential of American 

teachers, made his classrooms the seed- 
bed for crops of students whom he 
tended like a creative husbandman. For 

26 years (1912-38) 

he distinguished the 

philosophy depart- 
ment of the College 
of the City of New

Sample Test Measures. 


We should find clues in his 
message as to how much he in- 
tends to exert his leadership 
and in what directions. 

We might take two examples 
in the field of “social welfare” 
measures, since such offer a 
test between conservatives and 
“progressive moderates” so far 
as the Republican party itself 
is concerned. As we have 
learned from past experience, 
the sara party likewise is 
similarly divided. 

These two saniple test meas- 
ures relate to health insurance 
and an increase in the statutory 
minimum wage, now 75 cents 
an hour, and extension of the 
minimum wage law’s coverage. 

The legislative program sub- 
mitted by the President to the 
last Congress, the Eighty-third, 
contained only one new idea, 
only one departure. This was 
the proposal for Government re- 
insurance of voluntary and pri- 
vate health insurance plans in 
order that such might expand 
their coverage and thus give 
more people opportunity to en- 
joy health insurance on a votun- 
tary contributory basis. 


It Was a Compromise. 


While such a program had 
been recommended by a special 
commission appointed by Presi- 
dent Truman after Congress had 
refused to accept his proposed 
federal health insurance plan, 
it had lacked influential Repub- 
lican sponsorship until President 
Eisenhower offered that. 

It represented a compromise 
with the Truman federal health 
insurance scheme which Re- 
publicans damned as “socialized 
medicine” and none more in-

§/On the Democrats. 


This, however, was defeated 
—and ironically enough by a 
coalition of those, on the one 
hand, who thought it did not go 
far enough to provide real help 
and those, on the other hand, 
who claimed it was an entering 
wedge to “socialized medicine.” 
That killed the bill for the 
Eighty-third Congress. 

Democrats were chiefly to 
blame for defeat of that meas- 
ure. More of them voted against 
it than did Republicans, and for 
the diverse reasons menticned 
above. Some Democrats criti- 
cized the bill as designed largely 
to help insurance companies 
rather than people seeking re- 
lief from the heavy burden of 
medical costs. 

If President Eisenhower re- 
submits his re-insurance pro- 
gram, as it is assumed he will, 
he not only can put Democrats 
on the spot, but he also will 
make a gesture to the “progres- 
sive moderates” in his party. To 
be convincing as an adequate 
measure, though, the President 
would have to recommend ‘that 
it be revised and liberalized. 


Mr. Mitchell Hopes. 


Likewise, the President could 
expose the split in the Demo- 
cratic party on social welfare 
measures by asking Congress to 
increase the statutory minimum 
wage and, at the same time, 
would strengthen the “progres- 
sive moderates” in his also di- 
vided party. 

Opposition to increase of the 
minimum wage exists among 
Southern industrialists and is 
reflected among Southern Dem- 
ocrats in Congress. Southerners 
in Congress, in fact, held up for 
two years enactment of the orig- 
inal minimum wage law spon- 
sored by President Roosevelt 
which finally went on the statute 
books in 1938. 

Secretary of Labor § Mitchell 
urged the President to recom- 
mend an increase to 90-cents- 
an-hour and an extension of the 
law’s coverage to many more 
million workers in his message 
to Congress last year. 

Buf, at the last minute, the 
President decided against such 
a recommendation. Secretary 
Mitchell is hopeful of getting 
the recommendation in the mes- 
sage which the President will 
deliver in person to the new 
Congress on Jan, 6 


BOTH UNIVERSITIES HERE

Washington University and St. 
Louis University are to be 
among the beneficiaries of $500,- 
000 pilot project to aid 138 pri- 
vately supported higher-educa- 
tion institutions in the United 
States, it was announced today. 
Donor of the funds is Standard 
Oil Co. of New Jersey. 

In the first phase of the ex- 
periment, designed to guide the 
corporation in future giving to 
education, no one _ institution 
will receive more than $5000. 
The universities here have not 
been notified of the exact 
amount of their grants, spokes- 
men for both institutions said. 

As payers of large sums in 
taxes, the company and its af- 
filiates already were substantial 
contributors to tax-supported 
colleges, so that privately sup- 
ported facilities should logically 
be considered next, the an- 
nouncement said.

2. Increasing numbers of 
mothers taking jobs outside the 
home.

3. Rise in the proportion of 
deaths caused by chronic dis- 
eases, coupled with the fact 
such ailments occur more fre- 
quently, and last longer, among 
low income groups. Three St. 
Louis families in four would 
have difficulty meeting the costs 
of a serious, prolonged illness. 

4. A great number of social 
problems resulting from condi- 
tions confronting the Negro 
population. 

Among the encouraging trends 
reported was that the number 
of children in foster homes and 
orphanages at the end of 1953 
was 2850, an estimated 60 per 
cent decline from 1933. This

The Langlois camp charged 
after the fight that they had lost 
the bout to Dr. Robert Laddon, 
State Athletic Commission phy- 
sician, who stopped the bruising 
brawl with Langlois bleeding 
heavily from his mouth, his nose 
and his eye.

HONG KONG, Dec. 16 (AP)—

It was the start of what the 
Germans called operation “Wacht 
am Rhein” (Watch on the 
Rhine) — soon dubbed by the 
Allies “The Battle 6f the Bulge.” 

Within hours the German as-

In Germany, people were 
seized by a mixture of hope and 
fear. Some hoped the offensive 
would bring victory. Others 
feared the agony of war would 
prs be prolonged by this new 


In the hindsight of the 10 
succeeding years, the Ardennes 
offensive clearly stands out to 
military historians here as one 
of the most reckless adventures 
ever undertaken. 

The object was to separate 
the British and American armies 
by attacking across Belgium and 
seizing the important harbor of 
Antwerp. That would cut the 
British off from their supply 
base and force a second “Dun- 
kerque,” Hitler believed. 

Field Marshall Gerd Von 
Rundstedt, German commander 
in chief in the west, was shocked 
by Hitler’s plan, he told Allied 
interrogators after the war. 

“We had neither the men nor 
the supplies for such an ambi- 
tious plan,” he said. 

But the Fuehrer had his way 
and the offensive was hastily 
prepared. 

The tanks of Sepp Dietrich’s 


the people who had stayed be- 


hind in Aachen, Monschau and 
other border towns when the 
Americans marched in. They 
had defied a Nazi order to evac- 
uate their home towns. 

Because they had been brand- 
ed traitors and saboteurs by the 
Nazis, they had ample cause to 
fear German recapture of their 


towns. 

‘Hans-Werner Koerver, an 
Aachen innkeeper, tells of those 
fear-filled days: 

“On the morning of Dec. 16 
we heard long rolling thunder 
to the south. For the first 
time in months German planes 
were in the sky. 

“We felt something was up. 
We did not know what until we 
saw the first Americans leave 
Aachen. 

“Rumors spread that the 
Wehrmacht was attacking all 
along the Western front. The 
women began to cry. ‘We will be 
shot by the SS.. (Nazi Elite 
Guard),’ they said. 

Some Evacuated. 


“The Americans could not help 
us. All they could do was to 
provide some trucks for’ Ger- 
mans who had worked under 
them in the occupation adminis- 
tration of the city. They were 
to be evacuated. 

But the rest of us would have 
to stay. We were full of fear 
until we heard two weeks later 
that the offensive had been 
checked.” 

The Germans hurled 14 in- 
fantry and seven armored divi- 
vions—with 800 tanks—at the 
weakest section of the long Al- 
lied front. “Storm battalions” 
attacked under covering fire of 


Sixth Panzer S.S. Army were | 2000 


brought across the Rhine. The 
Fifth Panzer Army, under Gen. 
Hasso Von Manteuffel, rumbled 
into an assembly area in the 
wooded Eifel mountains between 
Bitburg and Kronenburg. 

‘Vivid Memories. 

The people there still have 
vivid memories of that time. 

“I have never seen such a lot 
of tanks and soldiers,” says Hans 
Bosch, a farmer in the Pruem 
area who lost two sons in the 
war. 

“When I saw all those soldiers 
that morning I asked them what 
they were doing. A young offi- 
cer told me: ‘We attack again.’ 
I only felt sorry for them. They 
were so young, as young as my 
sons when the army took them.” 

Henrich Wimmer, a traveling 
salesman from Bitburg, recalls 
the hope that gripped some peo- 
ple when they saw the military 
massing. 


“We had never seen such a/|. 


concentration of men and ve- 
hicles,” Wimmer says. “Sudden- 
ly the German army was on its 
feet again. We slapped each 
other on the back and shouted: 

“‘Now they'll crush the ene- 
my. The Fuehrer has kept his 
promise.’ 

“There were even rumors of 
those ‘miracle weapons’

But many Germans were hor- | 


rified when word of the offen- | 
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outnumbered four to one. But 
deep snow, steep hills 
roads slowed down the Germans 
from the start; Manteuffel — 
now a member of the West Ger- 
man Parliament — drove his 
tanks through the night. But 
the attackers did not gain as 
much ground as they expected. 


In the north the S.S. Panzer 
army met determined American 
resistance around Monschau, on 
the Belgian border. For days 
Dietrich was stalled there, giv- 
ing the Allies time to rush rein- 
forcements to the Meuse — 
Dietrich’s objective. 


Manteufel took over the main 
punch from Dietrich. His tanks 
headed for Dinant and Namur 
while Dietrich was still heavily 
involved around Monschau, But- 
genbach and Malmedy. 

It was the unshakable Ameri- 
can defense. of Bastogne—where 
Brig. Gen. (now Lt. Gen.) An- 
thony C. McAuliffe said “nuts” 
to a German demand he sur- 
render — that finally stopped 
Manteuffel. 


Failing to capture the city 
immediately, he bypassed the 
defenders—the 10ist Airborne 
Division. But then Bastogne 
menaced the German rear and 
held out until relieved by Pat- 
ton’s Third Army on Dec. 26. 
It was the turning point of the 
“Battle of the Bulge.” 

Manteuffel had to retreat 
when his tanks were only a few 
miles from Dinant. 

Hitler’s Christmas present for 
the hard-pressed Germans was a 
flop. He had pulled all his 
tricks, including sending 40 jeep- 
loads of English-speaking Ger- 
mans in American uniforms be- 
hind the Allied line to spread 
confusion and sabotage.

CHICAGO, Dec. 16 (UP) 
The president of the American 
Federation of Teachers accused 
the Eisenhower Administration | 
today of blocking federal aid to | 
education with a _ policy of | 
“study, stall and stand pat.” 

Carl J. Megel, in letters to! 
state federations of labor and‘ 
teachers federations, said the | 
state and White House confer- | 


ences on education were a part | 
of the policy. 

Megel predicted that the issue 
of federal aid to education 
i would be brought to a head in 
the new Congress. He said 
teachers and labor had “grown 
weary of study and stall while 
millions of children receive sub- 
standard education.” 

“The strategy behind the con- 
_ ferences,” Megel said, “is very 
obviously to delay congressional 
action for critically needed fed- 
eral aid with the investigation of 
public school needs that are al- 
ready so well known as to be a 
national scandal.” 

He said six state meetings 
‘had already been held and more | 
were scheduled for next year. 
: These are to be followed by a 
White House conference Nov. 28 
to Dec. 1, he said. 

There can be “no quarrel with | 
the Administration’s contention | 
that states and localities should | 
invest more in their schools, a 
Megel said. But, he added, this | 
will come about when the fed- | 
, eral Government encourages the | 
states to put up more money by | 
matching federal funds in n's| 
same way that “the nation’s | 
highways were built.” 

“Unless labor and teachars | 

are on the job the state and 
W hite House conferences will | 
do a whitewash exactly like the 
one by the subcommittee on ed- 
‘ucation of the Eisenhower com- 
mission on inter-governmental 
affairs which reported federal 
aid to education unnecessary,” 
Megel said. 

The union leader was a mem- 
ber of the subcommittee, but re- 
fused to sign its report. He 
charged today that the “intent 
and purpose” of the conferences

O my notion there is no bet- 
T ter companion to a flock of 

drinks (now that the party 
season is on us) than a big hunk 
of longhorn cheese, a knife to 
cut it with, and a whole passel 
of crackers. If you want to 
fancy the party up a little, you 
might add to that a couple of 
other kinds of cheese, and some 
good garlic-flavored bologna 
and salami.

The Happy Head-Hunters of Naga-Land 
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By Don Janson 


HE primitive tribesmen of 
India’s extreme northeast 
corner recently served notice 
on India that they have formed 
a “people’s sovereign republic of 
free Naga-land” under the lead- 
ership of one Hong Khin. The 
Indian Government has sent a 
mission to investigate the seces- 
sion—if the missioners can pene- 
trate the forbidding, remote 
area. 
The beautiful, wild, virtually 
impassable Naga hills lie be- 


tween Burma and the Brahma- i 


putra river where it spills out of 
the Himalaya mountains. The 
“hills” comprise about 5000 
square miles of a world set apart 
from civilization by razorback 
ranges in Assam hard up against 
Tibet to the north, 

Kohima, just into the Naga 
hills country at the south, 
marked the farthest point of 
governmental penetration when 
India was British-controlled. A 


‘deputy commissioner operated 


the one-man outpost. With In- 
dian independence in 1947, the 
last white man in the Naga hills 
returned to the twentieth cen- 
tury. 

For generations there has 
been a prophecy that one day a 
Naga king would arise and rule 
over “all who eat from the 
wooden platter”’—the 00,000 
Mongoloids native to the sealed- 
off hills. Hong Khin apparently 
has been chosen to make the 
prophecy come true. 


Though Prime Minister Nehru 


has looked with displeasure up- 
on rumblings of independence 
from the hills in the past, he 
may be hard put to do much 
about it. The Nagas not only 
live behind swift, treacherous 
rivers and imposing crags in un- 
mapped country, they have a 
tradition of head-hunting which 
would give interlopers pause. 
And in the Naga hills, Indians 
are considered interlopers. 

Last month, 57 heads were 
taken when the tribesmen of 
one Naga village raided another 
to avenge the killing of a mail 
runner. Nor does the rocky bor- 
der stop the unneighborliness. 
Last year Burmese Nagas de- 
capitated 92 Assum Nagas, then 
stole back to Burma. When 
Nehru was next in Burma and 
inquired about it, Naga repre- 
sentatives gave him a graphic 
description of the foray but com- 
plained that his administration 
seemed to be trying to hamper 
their head-harvesting. 

And most incidents, of course, 
go unreported beyond the nat- 
ural boundaries of the Naga

ready use as hand-operated guil- 
lotines. “ : 

General lack of clothes is due 
to lack of need for them at 
times when the temperature is 
warm enough, which is most of 
the time. The first time Nagas 
saw Europeans to any extent 
was in the bustle era. It was 
reputed to be their explanation 
that all white people had tails 
and wore clothes to hide them. 

Naga villages gain a measure 
of protection by cashing in on 
the magic that severed heads 
radiate. Hands or feet will do 
in a pinch. Possession of these 
trophies means that the victor 
has gained the victim’s soul to 
add to the protection of his vil- 
lage against foes natural and 
supernatural. Not only must 
potential human enemies be 
warded off, there are evil spirits 
of nature to appease. They lurk 
behind trees, under boulders, 
anywhere, to keep an eye on 
things. A scourge of smallpox 
or a famine means to the ani- 
mist Nagas that a village’s mag- 
ical power is low and that a raid 
on another village is indicated. 
Thus the trophy supply is kept 
in a potent condition. 

The British held trials for 
head-hunting in the few areas 
of Naga-land where their law 
could reach. Witnesses took 
oath by biting on a tiger’s tooth 
to prove that they were strong- 
er than tigers. 

But ordinarily native village 
courts settle all matters of “law” 
and equity. Every case is heard 
in public. Judgments are irre- 
vocable. Reasonable compro- 
mises are made in property dis- 
putes. Banishment is the pun- 
ishment in the rare criminal 
case of a tribesman acting 
against one of his own clan. 
Acting against outsiders is not 
frowned upon. 

Naga government is on the 
same simple plane as Naga jus- 
tice. Each tribe has a head 
man. The hill men cannot un- 
derstand bureaucracy and are 
not interested in it. So the 
democratic and communistic 
tribal institutions remain intact. 

The Nagas live a communal

certain; what with plague, pes- 
tilence and only native magic 
as a substitute for medicine. So 
rice beer is consumed in large 
quantities. Quarrels never lin- 
ger in a live-for-today way of 
life. Nagas feast on slightest 
provocation, when their larders 
permit it, with frequent pauses 
to refill their buffalo horn fla- 
gons with the potent “so” that 
once was rice. And the women 
are not outdone by the men 
when a ceremonial dance or 
other event occasions all-night 
imbibing. 

Neither are the women out- 
done by the men in the matter 
of work, both in the fields and 
around the hut. In fact, males 
sometimes retire young—at ado- 
lescence—and devote themselves 
to the manly art of self and 
village protection by specializ- 
ing in the use of spear, cross- 
bow and dao in case neighbor- 
ing tribes or villages become 
obstreperous. 

Von Furer-Hamendorf reports 
that “if you measure the cul- 
tural level of a people by the 
social position and personal 
freedom of the women, you will 
think twice before looking down 
on the Nagas as savages.” 

The average Naga girl soon 
grows weary of her short hair 
(a sign of virginity,” he says, 
adding: “Nothing appears more 
deplorable to the Angami than 
the fate of a luckless, unloved 
girl in the next world.”) 

The Nagas see to it that their 
girls have ample opportunity to 
escape this fate. At about the 
age of eight they are considered 
grown sufficiently so it would 
be indecent for them to sleep at 
home any longer, though they 
are welcome to return daytimes 
to do the chores. Their new 
dormitory is a morung, a long 
hut equipped to bed all the sin- 
gle girls in town. Each village 
has one, and a boys’ morung as 
well. 

The girls’ establishment has 
open house for the boys each 
night or so, with rice beer, etc., 
as attractions. When a girl is 
chosen to be a wife, she and the 
man who has selected her leave 
their morungs and set up house- 
keeping in a hut of their own. 

Before a Naga can become a 
householder, however, he must 
prove his manhood by bulldog- 
ging a maddened steer. This 
substitutes for the acquisition of 
heads when no occasion for that 
presents itself at the time of ap-

the groom’s right.to wear horn- 
bill feathers, boar’s tusks, and 
tails made of human hair. 


Up to 400 inches of rain falls 
in Naga-land in a year. Miss 
Graham-Bower described a driv- 
ing storm with hail the size of 
golf balls that tore to pieces the 
hut where she was recovering 
from malaria. Monsoons are the 
natives’ brooms; they serve to 
clear the dung-littered streets. 
There are no sanitary facilities 
in Naga-land, and the natives 
plan none. 


Feasts of merit feature the 
social season in these hills. They 
are given by the most affluent 
men in town—for their own 
merit. Wealth is measured in 
stock, the animal kind. Hospi- 
tality of the wealthy magically 
confers prosperity upon the 
whole village. 

The rich may rise to even 
higher eminence by giving more 
parties, each to outrank its 
predecessor in cost (greater 
amounts of roast pig and “so”’), 
Thus ambition has been known 
to bring financial ruin.

OME of the milestones in the 
8 career of such a social climb- 

er, the reward in each case 
to come after successful comple- 
tion of a soiree, are:

this trait. He once was asked 
in Parliament about an incident 
in which the Nagas took nearly 
100 heads. He called it “high 
spirits,” and said there was lit- 
tle the government could do 
about it.

EHRU admires much about 

the tribal personality. Life is 

more genuine among the na- 
tives than in some more civil- 
ized cultures, he feels. He tells 
welfare workers who attempt to 
reach Naga-land not to go into 
the jungle “with long faces and 
black gowns” but to Imitate the 
tribesmen’s “spirit of song and 
dance and of enjoying life.” In 
the Central Government, the 
strongest opponents of prohibi- 
tion, which is slowly spreading 
in India, are the friends of the 
tribes. 


Miss Graham-Bower found 
behind the range “an ageless 
calm. Death was never very far 
from anyone in the malarial, 
doctorless country. It was that 
which held one so firmly to the 
present. To enjoy every simple 
pleasure as though it were for 
the last time sharpened the 
senses and give life an extra- 
ordinarily rich texture.” 


Official India is impatient 
with the Naga independence 
move. But if the Nagas want to 
they can wreck all the tenuous 
lines of communication that now 
exist for access to and through 
their country.

In view of the score and the 
respective vulnerability, it is 
obvious that South had to do 
something drastic to buy the 
contract at a reasonable level. 
East-West could have done pret- 
ty well at spades, even against 
the 4-0 trump break, and un- 
doubtedly would have gotten to- 
gether on that contract if al- 
lowed to do so without too much 
neck-stretching. 

West opened the king of 
spades, and declarer, without 
giving the matter any real 
thought, put up dummy’s ace 
and discarded a diamond. He 
then led and passed the 10 of 
trumps. West took the trick and, 
exactly as though he could see 
the two small diamonds still in 
declarer’s hand, shifted to the 
diamond jack — a remarkable 
play but nonetheless effective. 
From that point on declarer had 
to struggle against insuperable 
odds. With the diamond ace and 
the heart queen both offside, and 
with no squeeze or other trick- 
gaining device available, South 
had to lose (in all) one club, two 
diamonds and one heart. 

Actually, assuming correct de- 
fense, South could not have 
made the hand (even after the 
opening lead) via any method of 
play, but in view of the proved 
fact that West was determined 
to shift to the red suit which 
South discarded at Trick 1, and 
further assuming that South 
properly appraised West’s bridge 
mentality, it would have been a 
fine idea for South to discard 
his low heart on the ace of 
spades. Then, if West followed 
the same “reasoning,” he would 
shift to hearts, and this would 
quickly build the trick South 
needed, i.e., he would now have 
three heart tricks.
